PARISH COUNCIL NOTES 


The monthly meeting of Bar Hill Parish Council was held on 
Tuesday I9th August in the Village Hall. 


Works Department 


We apologise to villagers for the length of time it is taking 
to complete the drainage of the Village Grecn and the kerbing 
improvements in Viking Way. Like all other organisations the 
Parish Council is conscious of the need to practise economies 
wherever possible and in order to keep costs to a ninimunm 

these operations are being carried out using our own labour 
‘force and trying to avoid hiring fees for.equipment by 
borrowing this when we can. To some extent we ore therefore 
dependent on the goodwill of other parties, but we feel that 
this is justified by the reduction in costs. The work will be 
completed os soon as possible. Our younger residents will have 
noticed that the play equipment on the Village Green has now 
been reinstated and Wicksteeds have promised to make good them 
Gamage caused to grass in that area. 


Verges in Avpletrees 
Several complaints have been made about the "service verges" 
in Appletrees. These are the areas where the tarmac pavement 
gives way to a grassed surface. -They were poorly laid and are 
now badly rutted, making maintenance almost impossible. The 
Parish Council fully agrees with the views expressed by the 
compiainants and we shall be.writing to New Ideal Homes Ltd. 
on the subject. . 


Crop spraying s 


Some residents may have been asarmecd recently vy an aircraft 
flying very low over parts of the village. The plane was 
cerrying out Crop Spraying and complaints were made to the 
police of the potential danger being caused. We have also 
written to The National Farmers Union saying thet although we 
appreciate the need for this particular operation, and the fa 
that it is not possible to Bay on exactly which days it will 
be done, we vould be glad if a general warning couid be given 
by farmers intending to carry out this work in the near future.

This service to residents of Bar Hill was started on July 
eIst - with two helpers only - and unfortunately there have 
been no more offers of help and this very worth while and 
appreciated service will have to be suspended if no further 
help is forthcoming.

The meals are then 
carried in a thermal container, to the recipients - (2 -at 
present) and the money for them collected.
